for dealing with these carriers—namely, the legislative and 
regulatory authorities—appear to believe that this question 
should be answered in the affirmative. In any event, they are 
fallin01 far short of providing for these carriers the condi- 
tions which will permit them to thrive, and thus to improve 
and extend their service. 


The most conspicuous examples of the evil days into 


which these transport enterprises have been permitted to fall 
are the urban rapid transit systems in our large'cities—e.g., 
New York, Chicago and Boston, where public ownership has 
taken over the properties to assume financial burdens which 
private investors no longer had the resources or the willing- 
ness to support. The Long Island Railroad in the Boston area 
afford other examples of transportation service which the 
people — speaking politically — insist be retained, but for 
which they appear reluctant to pay compensatory charges. 


While the most spectacular instances of persistent fail- 


ure to earn operating expenses, let alone a moderate return 
on invested capital, lie in the field of urban passenger trans- 
portation, the differeence between the situation of these op- 
erations and that of the railroad industry as a whole—which 
depends largely on long-haul freight service for its revenues 
—is one of degree and not of kind. The nation's Class I rail- 
roads, for example, have not been able or willing to seek new 
money from investors for additions and betterments to their 
fixed properties for 18 years. Such improvements of this kind 
as they have been able to make in the intervening period 
(excluding those in rolling stock and motive power, of cqurse) 
have been financed, with insignificant exceptions, by the re- 
investment of meager earnings. 


The justification for the -detailed regulation of pricing 


and service to which the common carrier is subjected is de- 
rived from the assumption, which at one time was true, that 
most people are unable to provide their own transportation 
and. hence, must rely on common carrier service; and the 
further assumption that the common carrier is a monopoly— 
and hence is strongly motivated to charge extortionate prices 
and to engage in wholesale discrimination against persons 
and places where the monopoly power is most complete. 
Limiting the discussion here to the transportation of freight 
for distances in excess of 100 miles — can it be successfully 
contended that the great majority of such traffic any longer 
needs government intervention to avoid being overcharged? 


The answer to that question must be in the negative, be- 


cause an enormous tonnage has been diverted from the com- 
mon carrier railroads for transportation by other means — 
mostly contract and private trucks—at charges which are 
lower than the regulatory authorities have decreed to be 
fair. This traffic is that which is economical to haul, and the 
railroads could doubtless have reduced their charges suf- 
ficiently to have retained it—and still have been money in 
pocket. But here their 'common carrier' status has been used 
to defeat them—because, under the 'common carrier' con- 
cept, reductions in rates to meet favorably-situated competi- 
tion are not permitted unless similar reductions are also made 
on less-favorably-situated traffic. 


To deny to the railroads—allegedly for the purpose of 


'preventing discrimination'—the opportunity to compete for 
traffic being spirited away by contract and private carriers 
is to do homage to a mischievous fiction, because the discrim- 
ination against patrons of common carrier service arises at 
the moment when the unregulated contract and private car- 
riers go out after the attractive part of the common carrier's 
traffic, leaving only the unattractive part to the common 
carrier. The loss of the profits on the diverted traffic cur- 
tails the railroads' credit, and hence their ability to improve 
and economize the service they offer to their customers pay- 
ing prescribed rates. By striving without realism to prevent 
purely nominal discrminiation, this regulatory attitude serves 
to make the actual discrimination worse. The function of 
regulation of common carrier service should be to discipline 
it. if necessary, but not to subject it to starvation.

New York, June 23— CAP)—

to out over the fourth of July 
holiday and not be rekindled.

Steel circles bear reports that 
output in the week after the 
fourth may drop as low as 70 per 
cent of capacity from the current 
84 per cent, and compared with 
100 per cent only a few weeks 
ago. 


Whether production will climb 


back later in July, after the noli 
day-shortened week, none will 
say. But reports -persist that 
many steel companies will have 
seen their order backlogs melted 
away before then. 


And while some steel executives 


say they doubt output will drop 
as low as 70 per cent, some say 
pnvately they won't be surprised 
if the percentage drops into the 
70's. 


Such a cutback might have con- 


siderable bearing on wage and 
pension negotiations now on be- 


' tween steel management and un- 


ion leaders. 


If the sharp drop comes over 


That is the auto industry, 
booming along a record produc- 
lon rates. Steel mills that make 
the kind of steel Detroit needs 
show no signs of slackening out* 
put.

At today'* hearing Judge Sulli- 


van announced he would turn the 
Tucker case to the executive com- 
mittee of the U. S. district court 
for reassignment to, another judge 
for trial in the fall.

Frank J. McAdams, counsel for 
Tucker and two other defendants. 
McAdams is a nephew of Judge 
Sullivan.

prompted by a Chicago Tribune 
editorial charge that 'a slush fund" 
helped pass the 1947 law, which 
now is under fire in the courts. 


As a result of the action late 


yesterday, continuation of the so- 
called liquor fair trades practice 
law depends on a supreme court 
ruling which may come in- Septem- 
ber. 


No Cut Rates 


The law forbids cut rate prices 


on 
packaged 
liquor. Retailers 


legally can't sell below prices 
listed by big distilling companies. 
Somewhat similar laws recently 
have been thrown out by the 
courts in New York and Florida. 


Rep. Lloyd (Curly) Harris CD- 


Granite City) introduced the new 
bill June 1. He said he was told 
it would loosen up the present law 
by making- it "voluntary." Others 
disputed his interpretation^ 


His bill would have repealed 


the present law and substituted a 
new one. The new one would have 
made price regulation a part of 
the state's police powers, to" be 
administered by the state liquor 
commission.
